Student  Linguist  Gives 
Language  Study  Hints

English,  French,  Spanish,  and 
Portuguese  are  the  languages  of 
Josefina  Machada  (2H,  Sao 
Paulo,  Brazil). 

Josefina’s  native  tongue  is 
Portuguese.  In  Brazilian  schools 
foreign  languages  are  required 
subjects,  so  she  studied  French, 
Spanish,  and  English  for  two 
years  each.  She  is  studying  Ger- 
man at  the  present  time  to  add  a 
fifth  language  to  her  vocabulary. 

Languages  have  beeri  help- 
ful to  her  in  many  ways.  While 
still  in  Brazil,  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  hired  her  to  translate 
religious  books  from  English 
to  Portuguese.  These  were 
used  by  missionaries  and  the 
Brazilian  people. 

Translating  languages  is  one  of 
her  chief  interests,  and  she  has 
found  a command  of  many  lan- 
guages is  a prerequisite. 

AS  AN  EXAMPLE,  Josefina 
cited  the  Portuguese  translation 
of  “Hamlet.”  The  original  Portu- 
guese translation  of  “Hamlet” 
was  taken  from  English,  and  it 
failed  to  express  Shakespeare's 
ideas.  To  correct  the  faults, 
“Hamlet”  was  translated  first 
into  German  and  then  into  Por- 
tuguese. The  result  was  a*superi- 
or  version. 

She  also  stated  that  many 
books  from  a country  are  never 
translated.  A knowledge  of  many 
languages  enables  a person  to 
enjoy  many  such  works.  She 
pointed  out  this  was  true  of 
many  works  of  literature  and 
science  which  are  predominately 
German.

She  added  that  Por- 
tuguese is,  naturally,  her  favorite 
language  since  it  was  the  first 
one  she  learned.

Refereeing  is  not  always  a quality  foul  calling.  Nor  is  it 
necessarily  a subtility  in  showing  fidelity  toward  a particular 
team.  More  often  than  not  it  is  the  frame  of  mind  the  crowd 
happens  to  be  in  resultant  of  a favored  club’s  inability  to  click  as 
a unit.  Consequently,  the  refs  are  scrutinized  with  fiercity,  and 
every  doubtful  action  is  tagged  as  inefficient  judgment  or  biased 
conduct. 

This  is  not  necessarily  true.  Take  for  instance  the  ungrate- 
ful chore  of  umpiring  a basketball  game,  in  the  Skyline  Confer- 
ence area.  Basketball  in  the  intermountain  west  is  cons’s^ently 
as  rough  as  one  would  care  to  find  it  anywhere.  Evidenced  by 
the  fact  that  a team  has  never  sallied  through  to  the  finish  urn" 
sullied. 

There  have  been  occasions  this  roundball  year  when  the 
men  in  striped  shirts  were  the  bitter  end  of  epithets.  What  is 
necessary  to  be  a “good”  referee  is  probably  a set  of  qualities 
unobtainable  as  yet. 

Then,  viewing  from  the  objective  end  of  the  scene,  and  the 
opinions  of  Rocky  Mountain  mentors,  there  is  speculation  this 
phase  of  the  game  could  improve. 

Montana  University’s  basketball  coach  Frosty  Cox  feels 
that  when  six  more  field  goals  are  made  by  the  losing  team  than 
by  the  victor,  there  is  plausible  reason  for  skepticism.  Similarly, 
Coach  Cec  Baker  of  Utah  State  University,  voiced  displeasure 
at  the  arbiters’  methodology  in  USU’s  tilt  with  the  University 
of  Utah.  With  less  than  a minute  remaining  the  Aggies  were 
called  for  an  illegal  time  out  which  granted  the  Redskins  a free 
throw  attempt  and  possession  of  the  ball,  and  consequently 
netted  them  the  ball  game. 

Refereeing  is  hard  anytime,  but  the  question  at  hand  is  can 
it  effectively  be  improved  in  the  Skyline  Conference?  Opinions 
count.
